THE VIRGINIA BILL. 

Waentnotos, Jan. 19—The Senate spent 
another day on the Virginia bill, and jast 
mede progrese enough to adoptan ameni- 
went imposing conditions on the membersvf 
the Legislature, which sends the bill back to 
the Tlouse. This amendment does not dis- 
turd the present State government, nor inter- 
fere with the el ection of Senators, but requires 
each member of the Legislature to take an 
cath that be is not disqualified by

This is substantially w).. the 
Howse Commitice on Reconstruction svaght 
to exect. but failed in the House. It seome 
probable that rather than waste more time on 
this question, the House will accept the 
change made by the Senate. The latter body 
will douttie«s take a final vote to-morrow. 
The interest in the question appears to be 
unabated. for the Senate gallerics were 
over-crowded for five hours to-day. 

WEET POUNT. 

The West Point appropriation bill will be 
passed bv the Honse to-morrow. It provides 
this rear, for the first time in eight years, for 
a full representation ef cadets at West Point, 
from al? the States, making the full number 
two bundred and ninety, and, with the ten 
appointed by the President, three handred. 
This increase involves an excess of forty 
thousand dollars over last vear. 

POSTAL MATTERS. 

The recent course of the Postoflice Depart 
ment im detaining mail matters intended for 
gift enterprises, lottery swindlers, &c., needs 
some authorization of law, and the Llouse 
Postal Commiitee to-day decided to report « 
bill which gives the Postmaster General full 
contre] of the matter. He can direct agents 
to make searches of cars, postoffices, &c., for 
all] mail matter ettempted to be transported 
in violation of law, when he is satisfied 
that apy person, firm, &., are engaged io 
conducting #ny freudulent lottery or gift en- 
terprise or scheme for the distribution of 
money, &c., or any device to defraud the pub- 
dic, be car{’direct postmaters to forbid the 
payment of money orders drawn for suco 
firms on the delivery of registered letters, 
though no postmaster is to be allowed to 
open any letter not directed to bimself. Fiue 
and wmmprisonment are provided for such per- 
eons as piace letters or packages iu the wail 
to deiraud people. 

AMERICAN SHIPPING.

One-third of this land was 
purchased by foreign immigrants. 

To accomplish the wonderful results in Iii- 
nois, the leading railroafl men made cxer- 
one, in cumection with conoty and State 
associations, to secure immigration. Aven- 
cles were organized in every large city of Eu- 
ape. and advertisements of the advantages 
otfered were extensively circulated. Four the 
first ten years the Illinois Central alone spent 
80.000 in advertisements. Now that road, 
for passeng¢ rs and freight, receiyes over &7,- 
(OU,U00 annually. 

THE CHINESE 

There are many adyocates for Chinese im. 
But the Chinese are vot desirable 
eseocmtes ip our body pelitic, nor should we, 
by legislation, tucite tuem to visit Kentucky.

Mr. J. R. W. Pearey, who is an acting police- 
man of Hopkivsville, and who was formerly a 
policeman in tbis city, weut into the saloon to 
arrest this party. W bile endeavoring to make 
the arrest, arms were freely used and several 
pistols were fired. Before the arrest could be 
made, Mr. Donahue drew his pistol and fired 
at Mr. P.arey, the ball striking Lim and tak- 
ing effect in a vital part. Mr. Pearcy fell 
bieeding profusely acd died in aboat five min- 
utes alter the fatalshot was fired.
